T He mold accurate Obfervation of this Eclipfe we have 
received, is that of Mr. Caffini, made in the Royal 
Observatory at Paris, publifhed in the Journal des Scavans 
of the i cth of June laid, the fubftance whereof is as follows. 

April loth. St, N. Vefperi Mr. Caffini, affifted by other A- 
ftronomers, attended upon this Occultation with Telefcopes 
of 21 and 70 foot, while one was deputed to take the Alti¬ 
tudes of % to verifie the time. 

At 9 h. 31 m. 6fec. % was in a perpendicular falling on the 
Limb of the > over againfl: the Norther^ Part of the fpot 
Grimaldi ( Mareotis) near to Riccioli ( flag. Mir is ) and 
was diftaat from the Limb about four times as much as the 
faid fpot. 
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gb. 4^ m. 21 fee. % touched the circumference.of >, which 
undulated by reafbn of the Vapours near the Horizon.

The Vapeurs of the Horizon hindered the Obfervation of 
the Immerfions of the Satellites, but not their Emerfions, 
for 

At 10 h. 36m. zfec. die outermoft Satellite which prece¬ 
ded u, appeared over againft the middle of the Cafpian Spot 
Qal. Mxotis) through which the fed ion of Light and Dark- 
nefs palled, and made nearly an equilateral Triangle with 
the Extremities of that fpot. 

At 10 h. 40m. 24fee. the firft Limb of % began to come 
out of the dark fide of the ), over againft the North part of 
the Cafpian fpot, about Cleomedes,(W montes Ripbaos') 

At 10 b. 40 m. ^6fee. the center of % did emerge. It was 
difficult to diftinguifli the moment when % s disk was fully 
clear , but at ic h. 41 m. 7 , 6 fee. the Eclipfe was certainly 
paft. 

At the Etnerfion of the Center, the Altitude of t was 
ud. 31m. 

At 1 cb. 4 7 m. \gf the fecond Satellite, being the neareft of 
the three that followed the Planet, emerged. 

At 1 oh. 4%m. if. the innermofi Satellite, being near its 
greatefi Elongation , emerged. 

At 1 oh. ^om.Aof the third or penextimus Sate lies, being 
likemfe near its greatefi Elongation, began to appear over a- 
gainft the Northern Edge of the Cafpian Spot. 

At n L 4 *m. the Diameter of the > was 32 m . 27 f and 
according to the calculus of Mr. Cajfini , her parallax was 
61 min. 

Together with this Obfervation is joyned that of R. P. 
Bonfa. made at Avignon who obferved the central immerfion 
at gb. 42/77. 1 if. and the central Emerfion at loh. 45W. 2 ff. 
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over againft the Southern part of the Cafpian Spot. 

The fame P. Bonfi has alfb obferved at Avignon the other 
Eclipfe of the fame Planet, April 28 th.ft. vet Mane. Thelm- 
merfion of the Center hapned at lb. 37 m. 23/. on theEaft 
fide of the Spot Xenophanes. The Emerfion was at 4 h. 2 8 m. 
24/. between Seneca and Berofus , according to Riccioli, or 
ad monies Aianos Hevelii , a little to the Northward of the 
Pains Maoris. This occupation could not be obferved at 
Paris by reafon of Clouds. 

Another printed Paper about the Eclipfe of March 31th, is 
fince come to hand from Nurenburg, where it was obferved 
part, by Mr. 1 . lac Zjmmerman , and by Mr. Wurizelbauer, 
the fubftance of whofe Obfervations is as follows. 

At 10 h. \<)m. )6f. Mr. Zimmerman obferved the firfl: 
contact of the Limbs of X and the >,and at 10b. 20m. 47/. 
it was all eclipfed. 

At 1 ih. 22 m. 5 if. %. was wholly clear from the Eclipfe. 

The Immerfion was about the 11 yth, the Emerfion at the 
3 21th. Degree of the Limb, in the Chart of Hevelhs. 

At 1 ih. 3 im. 06f. the third Satellite of X emerged. Thefe 
times were collected from the Culminations of fixt Stars,and 
the Vibrations of a Pendulum. 

The delation of the other Obferver Mr. Wurtzribauer is 
to this purpofe. 

At \oh. 207*2.50 f % applyed to the Limb of the >, over 
againft the locapaludofa InfulaCircinna. 

At 1 ch. 22m. ccf. he appeared about half eclipfed. 

At 10 h. 22 m. 3 c f. he was wholly hid. 

At t ib. 19772. 4 of. % began to Emerge. 

At nb. 21m. 2cf he was quite free from the interpofiti- 
onofthe >. The point of the Emerfion \vas fomewhat to 
the North of the Pahs Maoris. 

No Spot in the > was fo near the apparent magnitude of 
X s disk as the Infula Besbicus Hevelii. 

At 11 h. 40772. oof the Altitude of Procyon was 8gr. 3 ~Jm. 
whence the Pendulum Clock, which had been let by Aid- 
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tildes of the o the afternoon preceding, may be exami¬ 
ned. 

The Account we have but now lately received from rhe 
famous Mr. Hevelius from Dmtzick, of thele lame Ecliples, 
is contained in this following Difcourle addrelfed in a Let¬ 
ter from the Obferver to the R. Society.
